There was an u n u su al_______ ___ 
Santa Monica yesterday, for the fact that 
Sylvester Morales, the celebrated beadft, 
was to be present and give testimony ia 
the case against George W. Bunch, at­ 
tracted a good deal of attention from aH 
quarters. 
Bunch arrived on the 
a. m. train from Loe Angeles, In u 
of 
Constable Frank 
B en e d ic t, 
_ 
effected his capture, and accompanied 
by Marshal Insley, of Santa Ana,-and 
Keno Wilson, who made the capture ef 
Morales. There was such a large at­ 
tendance to see 
the 
two celebrated 
bandits that Justice McElfresh was oeoft- 
palled to transfer his court to the Toirit 
Hall, and even then the accommodations 
were crowded to overflowing. Morales 
came down on the 10 o’clock train 
over the Los Angeles and Pacific, accom­ 
panied by 8heriff Martin Aguirre and 
Deputy Sheriff Hammel, and, after being 
inspected by the curious, was eacortea 
to the Town Hall. He was handcuffed, 
but not otherwise restrained. 
The first witness called was 0. W. 
Hawes, who testified as follows: “ A 
horse was stolen from my ranch at South 
Santa Monica and sold at Anaheim. I 
found my animal with a rancher who 
had possession of a bill of sale signed by 
Sylvestro Morales." 
J. W. Hickey, of Anaheim, next gave 
testimony to the effect that Bunch and 
Morales were at his place on the 14th of 
July. 
Sylvestro Morales was next called to 
the stand and said: “I reside at Baate 
Monica, and follow every sort of occupa­ 
tion. 
I 
know 
Bunch 
a 
little. 
The 
last 
time 
I 
saw 
him 
was 
when I shot him. 
I do not know 
that Bunch stole the horse from Ma­ 
chado. 
At the Anaheim sale Bunch 
was no partner of mine. 
Bunch never 
was my partner. 
Buneh 
stole tbe 
Gomez mare. It Is about one and a 
months since he took U. 
I saw where 
he took it from. 
It was just outside 
of Santa Monica. 
Bunch also had a 
mare, the property of Dolores Machado. 
I was with him when he took the mare. 
He took it about half a mile from Ma­ 
chado's house. It was a bay mare. I do 
not know of his taking any other horse. 
Bunch and I were at Anaheim together, 
and theu we came to Banta Monica and 
remained here a couple of days at the 
Machado house, near the Ballons marsh. 
At San Diegoieto Bunch tried to trade off 
the Gomez mare to Don Ramon Osofla." 
J. S. Donahue was next on the stand. 
He said: “I am a Deputy Constable, 
and reside in Santa Monica. 
I know 
Mrs. Gomez; she is my mother-in-law. 
A 
mare 
was 
stolen 
from 
her 
place 
on 
the 
16 th 
of 
July. 
went on the track of the thieves and 
traced them to Rincon and San Diego. I 
found that Bunch and Morales were 
traveling together. On the 15th of July 
I saw Bunch riding through Santa Mon­ 
ica; he was with Morales." 
Ramon Osufia was next called. He 
said: “I am a farmer and stock-ral ser 
by occupation, and reside at San Die- 
uito. I 
saw Bunch and Morales to­ 
gether in July; they came to my plaoe 
on horseback. They had a two year-oolt 
with them, and they wanted to trade it 
to me. They said that they came from 
Pomona or San Bernardino, and were 
looking for work." 
Feliciano Morales was next called, but 
simply testified to having seen Bunch in 
Santa Monica during Jnly. 
Deputy District Attorney Tanner then 
elated that he rested his case, as he un­ 
derstood that Bunch deeired to make a 
statement. The defendant was therefore 
called upon and after a good deal of hes­ 
itation spoke as follows: 


bunch’s stoby. 
“I am going to make a clean breast of 
this whole business. 
About the 11th of 
July Sylvestró Morales came to RiTiera 
where 
I 
resided and stayed there 
two or three days. 
I was 
at the 
time thinking of giving up fanning 
for I found that by it I could not make a 
subsistence for myself and my sister, 
who lived with me, and 1 determined to 
support myself by day labor. Morales 
had a grey mare and had evidently been 
traveling; he said he had come from the 
north. I asked him how work was up 
north and he said good, so I told him 
that I would go with him. I borrowed a 
horse and saddle and he and 1 started 
off 
and 
arrived 
at 
Anaheim 
on 
the 
14th of 
July. 
The next day 
he gave his sister the grey 
mare 
and got me to leave my horse. We 
then went to 
Los 
Angeles, where 
he proposed to me to walk to Santa 
Monica. We got to Chora's place and 
stayed there two days and then Morales 
borrowed a horse and we went on the 
same animal *o town. We went over to 
a place where there was a mare stoked 
out, and he took her and mounted and I 
got on his horse. As we were riding 
along we saw a illy standing in the roaa 
and Morales said, * I guess we’ll take her 
along.’ There were two other horses in 
a field and Morales went in and caught 
them and we struck out, riding two horeee 
and leading two. It was then abont day­ 
break and we journeyed along the mala 
roads without being interfered with by 
anybody. We took theee to Los Angeles 
via tbe Santo Ana cafion and Rincon,and 
the next day we started for San Diego. 
That’s All. 
Witness was then questioned as to 
whether he knew whether or not the 
horses were stolen and he said no; that 
he thought they belonged to Morales, 
whereupon 
that 
individual 
laughed 
loudly. 
Bunch declined to examine the wit­ 
nesses that were called in his behalf, and 
atkeil for a trial in the Superior Court, so 
J lift? ice McElfresh held him to answer in 
$2,000 bail in each instance, making 
$6,000 in all. He was brought to the 
County Jail on the afternoon train, aa was 
also Morales, who will start on his jour­ 
ney to Folsom at noon today.

notifying the Council that he had ap­ 
pointed Frank Marsh as Sealer of Weights 
and Measures. 
There was some question raised as to 
w hether he could serve as Fire Commis­ 
sioner and Sealer of Weights and Meas­ 
ures and it was said that if his appoint­ 
ment was confirmed he would resign as 
Fire Commissioner. 
The appointment was then

M r. Van Dnsen moved that a special 
committee on invitation be appointed. 
Carried, and MeesrB. Van Dusen, Ham­ 
ilton and McLain were appointed. 
Governor Gosper, of the Board of Edu­ 
cation, appeared and asked that the 
Council continue to advertise for bids for 
school sites until next Monday. 
Mr. Shafer moved that this action be 
taken. Carried. 
The offer of the executors of the Na­ 
deau estate to take the sewage, as pub­ 
lished in yesterday’s H e r a l d , w a s read 
and referred to the Sewer Committee. 


THE SEW ER PROPOSITIONS. 
The sewer matter was then taken up. 
Mr. H, D. Barrows spoke at some length 
opposing the proposed leasing of the sew­ 
age to any firm or corporation. He 
thought that the oity should keep control 
-cf the sewage, which would in time be­ 
come vá!ü2*?!e. 
Mr. G. W . Knox said that as yet th# 
committee of which he was a member 
Jtiad formulated no plans. He would say, 
however, th a t it was opposed to the 
Ballons outfall, and was in favor of the 
river 
route. 
H e 
had 
suggested 
that 
a commission of twenty-seven 
be 
appointed 
to 
tqke 
the whole 
m atter in consideration, and propose the 
beet plan. 
H e called attention to the 
fact that while the Council had invited 
the bankers and merehants to give their 
views on th e subject, not one was pres­ 
ent. He looked around the lobby, and 
said that there was not a representative 
of the Board of Trade or of the Chamber 
of Commerce, or a banker or a merchant 
present. 
It seemed a shame that so 
little interest was taken in so important 
a m atter. 
At this point a recess of fifceenminutes 
was taken to allow the Councilmen to 
witness the inspection ot the 
police 
force. 
Upon re-assembling, 
Mr. Knox re­ 
gained, and said that in h is opinion if 
th e sewage was let to the bidders, it 
ahould be purified before distributed, so 
th at it should create no nuisance, He 
advised th a t the Council go slow, and 
St all the light possible before acting, 
is committee was prepared to act in 
unison with the Council in furthering 
any plan which was the best and cheap­ 
est for disposing of the sewage. 
Dr. Sinsabaugb said he had nothing 
to offer. 
He thought that the Council 
could afford to make haste slowly. He 
had been opposed to the ontfall sewer 
end to the storm drains. 
He said that in 
Detroit where the storm drains were con­ 
nected with the sewers the Health De­ 
partm ent had been petitioning for years 
to have the two systems separated. As 
for carrying the sewage to the sea, he 
thought th a t the water was too valuable 
to be wasted. 
He read the following 
com m unication: 
' The undersigned citizens, having in view the 
general good of the com m unity, an d desiring 
to have preaented to the votera of th e city, at 
th e earliest possible date, a plan for th e aewer

He suggested that all these 
people get together without having an 
appointm ent from the Cooncil, and 
formulate a plan and present it to the 
Council. 
Mr. Shafer said th a t if the commission 
was appointed ita members would not 
attend to business. 
Mr. Knox had 
pointed ont the fact that the merchants 
and bankers and other citizens would 
not come out and devote their attention 
to the matter. 
Mr. 8hafer also called 
attention to the fact that the Citizens’ 
anti-Sewer Bond Committee had adopted 
a resolution declaring themselves as un­ 
alterably opposed to the Ballona route 
and in favor of the river route. 
This 
committee asked that an unbiased com­ 
mission of twenty-seven^be formed, nine 
to be appointed by the Council, nine 
from the Citizens’ Committee and nine 
by the eighteen so appointed. 
Mr. Shafer wanted to know how the 
commission would be unbiased when 
nine of its members were to be taken 
from the Citizens’ Committee, which 
had declared

mittee was unalterably opposed to the 
Ballona route. H e wanted Mr. Eaton’s 
plans submitted to competent engineers. 
Mr. Eaton was too young to prepare such 
im portant plans. The law said that the 
engineer must have had experience. Mr. 
Eaton had not had experience, and was 
an unfledged chicken. Three experienced 
engineers in his party had condemned 
these plans. 
Mr. McLain wanted to know who they 
were. 
Mr. Knox replied: “ Mr. H anson and 
Mr. Jackson.” 
Mr. McLain wanted to know where 
they had had their experience. 
Mr. Knox said that they had been City 
Engineers. 
Mr. McLain—So has Mr. Eaton. 
City Attorney M cFarland asked Mr. 
Knox if he had not known for six months 
or more that Mr. Eaton was making the 
plans. 
Mr. Knox—I suppose so. 
Mr. 
M cFarland—If yon knew this, 
and you knew that he was not com: 
patent, why did you not call the atten­ 
tion of the Council to this before the 
election ?

Knox—Because I never made 
any investigation of the m atter until 
the election was called. 
M r. M cFarland—Well, don’t 
attrib­ 
ute the defeat of the bonds to Mr. 
Eaton’s incompetency. 
I believe he is 
folly competent. 
He has built more 
sewers than either Mr. H anson or Mr. 
Jackson. 
Assistant City Engineer Lownes here 
joined in the debate, which became so 
confneed that President 
Frankenfield 
called the meeting to order, and said he 
would allow no personalities indulged 
in. 
A recess was taken at this point until

The whiskey ring, running the Internal 
Revenue Bureau in its own interest, 
takes precious good care to have only 
such agents appointed as protect their 
"monopoly of furnishing free spirit for 
foreign concoctions, while the American 
producer of genuine grape wine is obliged 
to pay ninety cents per gallon for grape 
spirit with which he fortifies his product. 
The iniquities of th e internal revenue 
system can only be prevented by ex­ 
tinguishing it entirely. 
As the law now stands, the Govern­ 
ment encourageB the production of vil­ 
lainous compounds by the imposition of 
a ta r of ninety cents a gallon on an 
honest article.

The letter is a strong, manly and plain 
Statement of the situation, and I feel 
glad th a t our Representative, realizing 
the condition of his constituents, comes 
to the front and expresses so openly his 
convictions and his desire to aid our 
interests. 
Other Congressmen and Senators con­ 
cur in his method ot effectually aiding 
as, viz., the abrogation of the internal 
revenue laws and the suppression of the 
bureau. 
Either this should be done, or else let 
this nation abandon its organic principle 
of government of the people by the peo­ 
ple and for the people, and in its place 
adopt th a t one, more in unison with our 
present methods, the ultraism of the 
Czar. 
If we are to be subject to the Czar’s 
m ethods of government, why not adopt 
the principles as well ? 
The unlimited 
one-man power is surely preferable to 
the unlim ited power exercised by a 
thousand men. 
The one-man po.ver, as 
exercised in Russia, is certainly cheaper, 
and besides, it has this advantage, the 
subjects know what 
to expect; 
and 
further, when a people is driven to des­ 
peration and dynam ite is all that is left, 
it is easier and more economical tc throw 
one bomb than ten thousand. 
If the 
citizens of this so-called free republic 
are to be subjected to domiciliary visits 
day and night from irresponsible agents 
in order to carry out the designs and 
orders of their m asters, why not put 
these m en in uniform at once and call 
them the gendarm erie of the W est­ 
ern Republic? 
It would certainly be 
more respectable, and would look better 
at nights, and as they crawl around 
hunting suspects there would be less 
danger of their being shot by mistaking 
them for burglars or aneak-thieves. 
Once in the history of this country the 
officers of the law were in reality the 
servants of the people, from the Presi­ 
dent down to the township Constable, 
and there may be those who hug this de­ 
lusion still, bat it can only be with those 
whose business has not brought them 
into relation with the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. W hen this bureau came into 
existence, along with the internal reve­ 
nue laws, Congress, realizing fully how 
disagreeable the law would be to the 
average American citizen, gave great dis­ 
cretionary power to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, making his regula­ 
tions equally as binding on the people as 
an Act of Congress itself. This was done 
for the purpose of giving latitude in ad­ 
m inistering the law, so as to remove as 
far as possible all th at was objectionable 
in it to the people. Improperly used, the 
unlim ited discretionary power becomes 
more onerous than the m andates of the 
Czar. 
The Commissioner of the In ter­ 
nal R evenae does exercise unlimited 
power, as do all his subalterns under 
him , and he holdB in the palm of his 
hands not only the properties but even 
the personal liberties of all citizens work 
ing under the internal revenue laws. 
Did our forefathers dream , when they 
were building the foundations of this 
government, throwing every safeguard 
around the people from the exercise of 
any power prejudicial to their interests 
and happiness, 
that

time in the life of a nation as one 
hundred years there wonld grow oat

A CONFERENCE OF COLORED MEN. 


Ju st Recognition Demanded of the 
F a rt j of Their Affiliation. 
Other Matters.

Bos ron, September 17.—A body of col­ 
ored m en met today pursuant to a call 
inviting “ a conference of leading colored 
m en to assist in the organization of a 
movement to secare from the political 
party of oar affiliation a fair share 
in its responsibilities, opportunities and 
honors.” 
A resolution was adopted de­ 
claring th a t they ask for no favors that 
are withheld from other citizens or to 
which they are not entitled, “ bnt we do 
ask for th at civil and political homo­ 
geneity 
which 
invades 
no 
m an’s 
private 
social 
rights, 
but 
which 
does 
lie 
at 
the 
foundation 
of 
national 
unity. 
We 
do 
not be­ 
lieve th at all our grievances can be 
cured by politics. 
We counsel «gainst 
entering politics for a livelihood in lieu 
of entering other fields of industry. 
We 
em phasise the importance of acquiring 
hornee and landed and personal property, 
and we nrge the necessity of education. 
We condemn the brntal outrages com­ 
m itted upon our people in the South. We 
warn our countrymen that if violence is 
done 
women 
and 
children, 
and 
if 
the 
burning 
of 
schools 
and 
churches, 
the destruction 
of homes 
and the murder of defenseless men are 
not prevented by the strong arm of the 
law, th e patience, long-euffering and for­ 
bearance characteristic of our people.will 
be goaded into hate and striking out in 
self-defense.

The m an u factu rer* W ant to See the 
D u ty B en o T cd . 
B o s t o n , September 17.—The Execu­ 
tive Committee of the National Associa­ 
tion of Wool M anufacturers was in ses­ 
sion here today. The question of free 
carpet wools was one of the principal 
topics under discussion. 
No action as 
yet has been taken, but the association 
quarterly bulletin, just published, says 
editorially: ‘‘It is adm itted that in 1867 
the duties upon carpet wools were not de­ 
signed to serve as protective dutiee, but 
were imposed for purely revenue pur­ 
poses. We cannot subscribe to the claim 
now made th a t the conditions have so 
changed in twenty yearB that a protec­ 
tive duty is now desirable and would be 
advantageous. 
The argum ent is that the 
condition then existing, which removed 
all necessity for a protective duty on car­ 
pet wools, has been increased and inten­ 
sified by the lapse of time. 
A prohibi­ 
tory or highly pro ective duty on the 
cheaper grades would not lead to the pro­ 
duction in this country of wools sim ilar to 
those now imported for this purpose, 
m e manufacturers would be JueilUed in 
insisting th a t low grade carpet wools 
shall go upon the free list. 
These low 
grade carpet wools are almost the only 
raw material upon which a revenue duty 
was imposed when 
the Government 
needed money, from which it has not 
since been removed, or it is not there 
(in the Senate tariff1 bill) proposed to re­ 
move it. The argum ent in favor of free 
carpet w o oI b 
is vastly stronger than 
th a t 
which 
was 
made 
for 
free 
hides. 
The 
difficulty in 
the 
way 
of giving the manufacturer the full bene­ 
fit of the principle arises from the 
trouble in securing at the custom houses 
the classification necessary for the pre­ 
vention oi frauds. 
We hold this diffi­ 
culty to be the only valid argum ent that 
can be urged against the free admission 
of carpet wools.” 
The proceedings of 
the Executive 
Committee are private. 


A M E R IC A N C O M M E R C E . 


M . M . E s lo e ’a V le w i o n th e S u b je c t 
of E n l a r g i n g I t. 
B a n F r a n c is c o , September 1 7 .— A com­ 
plimentary dinner was given last even­ 
ing to Ron. M. M. Estee, who left 
here today for Washington as a del­ 
egate to the International American Con­ 
gress. Among thuse present were Gov­ 
ernor W aterman, Senator Stanford, ex­ 
Governor Perkins, Congressman Mor­ 
row, ex-Congressman Felton, M. H. 
DeYoung and General W. H . Dimond. 
M r. Estee made a speech devoted prin­ 
cipally to two r.f the measures which the 
conference has been called to con­ 
sider, v iz .: The establishment of reg­ 
ular 
and 
frequent 
communication 
between th e several American States, 
and parts of each other, and the adop­ 
tion of a common silver coin, to be is­ 
sued by each Government, the same to 
be a legal tender in all commercial 
transactions between citizens of all the 
American States. 
Mr. Estee expressed 
himself as being strongly in favor of 
legislation which would 
bring about 
these results. 
Mr. Estee said nearly all the Central 
and South American nations produce 
chiefly raw m aterial, and manufacture 
very little. 
They export 
to foreign 
countries 
what 
is 
largely 
raised 
in 
other 
parts 
of 
the 
worldi 
The United States is in close proximity 
to them. 
Transporation is shorter and 
■honld be cheaper from this country to 
any of these South American States than 
from those countries to Europe, yet trade 
with these Republics is against us. 
Mr. Estee said he was in favor of 
m aintaining by governmental aid in 
some form lines o f steamers to the ports 
south of the United States. American 
lines of 
vessels plying between San 
Francisco, 
Australia, 
Japan 
and 
the islands of the Pacific, ought aleó, in 
his opinion, to be aided, thus making a 
new highway for trade across the Pacific 
Ocean, and directing the traffic of those 
islands to the United States. 
“ While doing this,” said the speaker, 
“ such provision m ight be made that in 
case of war these vessels could be utilized 
by the general Government, and thus in 
carrying oat this scheme of building up 
American commerce we would at once 
aid in creating a navy.” 
The adoption of a common silver coin to 
be used by all the American nations would 
be the longest steps towardB carrying 
out the idea indicated of obtaining for 
the 
U nited 
States 
the 
trade 
of 
the 
South 
American 
countries, as 
those 
people ■ 
would 
be 
more 
apt to deal with us, the coin being of 
equal value in all the American States, 
and all the countries considered also be­ 
ing large silver producers.

China t* Become llelllg eren t. 
The American Bishop from Cbina, who 
hee been stirring np 
the people of 
Chicago on the Chinese exclusion ques­ 
tion, gets off a great deal of nonsense on 
the subject. He says that in ten years 
ere will pay in American blood for shut­ 
ting the Ohinese out of our country. In 
ether words, he declares that our refusal 
to let the Mongolians overrun the United 
States to the injury of white labor, will 
lead to war, for which the Chinese are 
sew preparing by building ironclads and 
perfecting themselves in the use of mod­ 
ern arms. 
They are now, says this 
clerical alarmist, putting their house in 
order, but they will be ready to come 
ever here and chastise us in aboat ten 
years. 
That settles it. 
The English 
lesson they received when the British 
Government forced open their ports with 
eannon and compelled them at the point 
of the bayonet to admit opium as a free 
article of commerce, they will apply to 
the United States to force us to give 
their people free entry into our country. 
The prospect is, indeed, bad enough. 
We already tremble 
in 
our boots 
at the awful picture of retaliation the 
good Bishop draws. 
But let us see how 
it would be ten years from now, when 
the Chinese will have, according to him, 
a good ready on, if, instead of excluding 
the Mongolians, we were to give them 
free ingress into our country. At the 
rate they were coming when the Ex­ 
clusion act was passed, we would have 
several millions of Chinese in the United 
States at the end of another decade. It 
is 
needless 
to 
say 
that 
before 
that time 
there would have risen 
more than 
one 
casus 
belli, other 
than 
exclusion, which would 
give 
the Chinese Government a pretext for go­ 
ing to war with us. The irrepressible 
conflict meantime between white and 
Mongolian labor would have unquestion­ 
ably resulted in fatal collisions between 
the clashing races. China being ready to 
avenge her fancied wrongs by force of 
arms would, of course, open hostilities 
and in that event how much worse off 
would we be then than if we had closed 
oar doors to them by law for the inter­ 
vening ten years, as we have done? 
The enemy would have millions of sub 
jecta and allies in the bosom of oar 
eeantry, all of whom would be active 
aad potent auxiliaries of the invaders. If 
the passage of an act, which we had a 
perfect right under the law of nations to 
pass and enforce, would be considered a 
cause of war by the Chinese, then they 
would not hesitate to find pretexts, in 
hundreds of facts that would unavoidably 
ariae, to open the conflict. So it is just 
as well that we should continue to keep 
toe Chinese out. We would have war at 
the end of ten years in any event, and 
war chances would be better to win with 
toe Chinese outside than in. 
Well, there is no telling what ten years 
may bring forth. 
In that time the 
Chinese may have made great advances 
in the art of war, and may have a for­ 
midable navy. The presumption is that 
the United States will have a navy her­ 
self at that time. If, with the advantage 
of three thousand miles of water between 
war coast and China, we permit the Chi­ 
nese to come here and chaw as up, we 
■hall probably deserve it. But if in the 
race war that 
may 
be 
impending, 
It Is given to 
Americans to cham­ 
pion 
the 
cause 
of 
the Caucasian 
race, 
and 
hold 
the 
gateway 
of 
civilization 
against 
an 
irruption 
wf Asiatic barbarians, we have little fear 
of the reeult. John Sobieski once saved 
Western Europe from the Turks, and 
drove their invading hordes back from 
the gates of Vienna In irremediable dis­ 
aster. That was where no vast waste ef 
water intervened to handicap the task 
of the savage invaders. If with oar 
natural advantages the Americans can­ 
not welcome China in the year 1900 as 
the Polea and a few Germans under 
Sobieski welcomed the hostile hordes of 
the Turcoman empire in 1643 we shall 
deserve the fate which this feeble Bishop 
so manifestly fears is in store for us. 


ss the power of the States is conoerned 
to hold them In chock or to punish 
them. 
Of «worse, citizens will not 
submit to this kind of official brutality, 
and will protect themselves from the 
myrmidons of the central power, and per­ 
haps the knowledge of this will alone 
hold theee fellows in check, now that 
they are let loose upon the community, 
by Sawyer’s decision. 
The precedents 
from which Judge Sawyer draws his 
inspiration are not high or respectable in 
their origin. 
They are principally de­ 
cisions in the "moonshiner cases" in the 
wilds of Tennessee and North Carolina. 
The law was strained in these cases to 
give

in hunting 
down 
illicit 
distillers; and 
now, from so vulgar

The student of history will find 
that encroachments upon the rights and 
liberties of the peolpe have always had 
similar beginnings. 
It is to suppress 
'moonshiners" today. Tomorrow it is 
to save from punishment a homicide who 
lias killed an unpopular man. By and by 
these bad precedents will be successfully 
invoked to save the necks of ruffians 
who have causelessly slaughtered respect­ 
able citizens at the polls because they 
re armed with the brief authority that 
lies behind a Deputy Marshal’s badge.

No one is astonished at Judge Sawyer „ 
decision in the Neagle case. As a part 
of that branch of the Federal Govern­ 
ment which is directly interested in ex­ 
tending the central power and wiping out 
any vestige of right in the States which 
is incompatible with the most sweeping 
Fedsral authority, it was well understood 
before he made his decision what its 
tenor would be. This decision settles the 
point, as far as the United States Circuit 
Ooort has the power to settle it, that a 
Federal officer, Judge, Marshal, Gauger, 
or Tidewaiter, carries with him the juris 
diction 
of 
the 
central government 
wherever he goes in the actual or con­ 
tractive discharge of his duty. At all elec­ 
tions in which Congressmen are elected, 
the United States Supervisors are em­ 
powered to appoint or to have appointed 
aa many Deputy Marshals as they deem 
neeeasary to attend the polls.

cities these Deputy Marshals are, as a 
rale, selected from the most reckless 
and disreputable part of the community.

Elsewhere we publish a letter from 
General Vandever to Mr. J. De Barth 
Shorb on the subject of the persecution 
of the wine interest of California by the 
Internal Revenae Bureau. It will be 
seen that the Congressman from this 
district is aware that the Bureau is a 
mere appendage to the whiskey ring, 
and that the inspectors and gaugers ap­ 
pointed by it are mere spies sent out by 
that riDg to persecute and annoy the 
wine-makers of this coast, whose in­ 
terests clash with those of the Eastern 
distillers. Mark the language of General 
Vandever. He says , "The whiskey ring, 
running the Internal Revenue Bureau 
in its own interest, takes precious good 
care to have only such agents appointed 
as protect their monopoly of furnishing 
free spirits for foreign concoctions, while 
the American producer of genuine grape 
wine is obliged to pay 90 cents par gallon 
for grape spirits with which he fortifies 
his products." 
This puts the whole 
question in a nutshell. The wine indus­ 
try cannot be carried on unless the vig- 
Derons a»e allowed to take that part of 
their product which they produce by dis­ 
tillation to fortify tbeir wines. 
The 
wines will not keep withonc this fortifi­ 
cation, and it is useless to make wines 
that will not keep. 
The whiskey ring, 
by their course, are forcing the wine 
manufacturers of California to abandon 
the market to French wines. They sell 
their untaxed spirits to the French wine­ 
makers, who return it to us in their 
wines, whilst the American wine-maker 
is compelled to pay the tax on the grape 
brandy he produces himself and mixes 
with his wines in order to fortify and 
preserve them. 
It will be readily seen 
that so outrageous and discriminating a 
system can be made a weapon of abso­ 
lute ruin to American wine-makers, 
especially 
when 
the 
administra­ 
tion 
of the 
Bystem, 
and the 
ap­ 
pointment 
of the 
agents 
to 
carry 
it out, are under the control of a com­ 
bination which is interested in killing 
our wine interest. The Senators and 
Representatives from this coast ought to 
enter into a solid league on this subject. 
They should insist upon the great wine 
industry of California receiving justice 
or the extermination of a Bureau that is 
a mere machine in the hands of the great 
whiskey ring. 


T 
h e Sixth Agricultural District Fair 
will be held next week. 
The Directors 
are exerting themselves strenuously to 
make this Fair one of the finest ever seen 
in this State. Premiums'amonntiDg to 
over $12,000 will be awarded to the best 
exhibits, and the occasion will be enliv­ 
ened and made interesting with a baby 
show. Hazard’s Pavilion, in which the 
Fair 
will 
be 
held, will be hand­ 
somely 
decorated, 
and 
the 
space 
alloted 
to 
exhibitors 
will 
be 
made attractive in each case. 
The 
vacant lot adjoining the Pavilion will be 
utilized for the purposes of the Fair, thus 
giving to this exhibition a greater area 
of space than has heretofore been avail­ 
able. 
It will open next Monday, and 
be held till Saturday inclusive. As this 
year’s Fair will be unusually attractive, 
it will be attended by crowds of visitors 
from all parts of the district, which in­ 
cludes Ventura and Los Angeles counties. 


The Council yesterday 
heard sug­ 
gestions from citizens on the subject of 
sewer plans. There was some friotion 
as to the best mode of procedure, but a 
memorial presented by Dr. Sinsabaugh 
was favorably received. It provides for 
the appointment of a commission of citi­ 
zens to formulate a system to be sub­ 
mitted to the Council. 
The principal 
points upon which there seems to be 
unanimity of opinion are, to confiae the 
system to the disposition of the sewage 
to the greatest advantage of the city in 
enrichiDg its adjacent lands, and to the 
economical aspect of the work in divest­ 
ing it of composite storm drains and 
sewers. An immediate outfall to the sea 
seems to be the dividing point upon 
which opinion splits. 
Perhaps a com­ 
mission such as is suggested may be 
able to present a plan npon which a 
practicable majority of the Council and 
the people may unite. 


T h e public will pay very close atten­ 
tion to the proceedings of the City Board 
of Education in these times, whan they 
are handling a great trust, involving vast 
expenditures of the people’s money. Two 
years ago a very large number of school 
desks were bought from one of the firms 
that are now seeking to get the contract to 
supply desks for all the new schools. The 
Board must have been greatly astonished 
at the arguments used by the agent of 
that 
same 
firm 
on Monday night 
to 
show 
why 
his 
house 
should 


be awarded the preoent contract. In 
answer 
to 
the 
qnestion 
of 
one 
of the members a by his figures were 
higher now than they were then, he eaid 
that the cost of freight was greater. 
When he was confronted with the 
fact that the freight was

he floundered and talked about the 
desks 
now 
to 
be furnished being 
better than those furnished two years 
ago, as the latter were all going to pieces. 
When these desks were bought they 
were guaranteed to last with ordinary 
good care 
for ten years, yet they 
are now 
depreciated in quality by 
the agent of the firm that sold them. 
Little points like these are worth not­ 
ing when a public body is making exten­ 
sive purchases. 


No m o r e remarkable deal was ever 
made in real estate than that by which 
"Sunny 81ope" was transferred from 
Hon. L. J. Rose to the stockholders in 
the English syndicate known as the L. 
J. Rose Co. (Limited) of London. The 
H e r a l d first gave the true inwardness of 
the deal in a clipping from the London 
edition of the New York Herald. This 
was followed last week by a very inter­ 
esting interview with Mr. Robert Bar­ 
ton, oí Fresno, who came here to report 
on the present condition of the property 
for the English stockholders. Today 
another version of this deal appears in 
the shape of an interview Eecnred yester 
day with Mr. Mortimer, British Vice­ 
Consul in this city. This account of 
Her Majesty’s representative about com­ 
pletes the history of the transaction. 
Mr. Mortimer puts it beyond a doubt 
that Hon. L. J. Rose sold the place for 
$600,000 net cash to him, or about $250 
an acre for the land and water, with the 
houses, wineries, stock, tools, etc. thrown 
in. That was, indeed, a moderate figure. 
But the jolly London "promoters" just 
raised the investors over the church 
spires, and the dome of St. Paul’s, and 
pnt the property in to them at $1,750,­ 
000, pocketing as fees a cool $1,250,000. 
Tt seems that a member of Parliament 
was a party to the deal, lending his dis­ 
tinguished name to promote the deal. 
They do those things queerly in England, 
in a way beyond our comprehension of 
what is right in this slow-going land of 
the free.

C o l u m b i-s , Ohio, September 17.—The 
most important matter considered today 
by the Sovereign Grand Lodge of Odd 
Fellows was a proposition to change the 
age of eligibility to membership from 21 
to 18.

Illinois, 
offered a resolution authorizing lodges in 
cities of 35,000 or more population, to 
assess on the membership a per capita 
tax of fifteen cents, to keep up employ­ 
ment bureaus and public libraries, organ­ 
ized by the order. 
It was referred to a 
committee. A resolution by Cockburn,

T h e 
E a s t e r n 
F a r m e r ’» 
P e r io d o f 
A n x i e t y a t H a n d . 
C h ic a g o , September 17 —The editor 
of the Farmers' Review, being interviewed 
this evening as to wnat damage to the 
corn crop would probably follow frost at 
this date, one having been predicted by 
the Signal Service, gave it as his opinion 
that as a general thing the crop is out of 
the way of froht. Frost would undoubt­ 
edly seriously injure late-planted corn on 
low lying lands, where a superabund­ 
ance of moisture tends to make corn 
rank and green. In Northern Wisconsin, 
where drouth has prevailed, corn is al­ 
ready dry and past injury. In the dairy­ 
ing districts of the State it is probable a 
good deal of damage will be done. In 
Illinois and Indiana corn íb considered 
practically out of danger, except along 
the rivers on what are known as bottom 
lands. In Northwestern Kentucky and 
Northern Mis-ouri frost will probably 
not do any material damage. The to­ 
mato crop will, however, in many locali­ 
ties be severely damaged should frost of 
any severity come at this time.

Important mat­ 
ters will be considered in the convention, 
which will last more than a week. 
At today’s Bession President Strassers, 
in his biennial report, stated that the 
employment was gradually decreasing. 
The increase in the number of cigars and 
cheroots produced daring the years 1888 
and 1889 wan much smaller than during 
the years 1886 and 1887. In New York 
city during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1889, there was a decrease of 216,­ 
673,782 cigars and cheroots. The union 
has now over 19,000 members. Re­ 
ceipts from all sources since tne last con­ 
vention were $47,172; the expenditures 
up to September 1st were $46,603, leav­ 
ing a balance of $569.

Un­ 
der the eight hour plan the men who 
had been getting $3 for twelve hours 
were paid $2 50, and those who had 
been getting $2 75 were paid 12 25. On 
the 10th of this month a delegation of 
employees waited on the ma a^ars with 
the request that the eight-hour system 
be continued. This the managers posi­ 
tively refused to concede, hence the

WORSE THAN DEATH. 


A Young White Girl’s Hor­ 
rible Fate. 


THK VICTIM OF A NEGRO'S LUST. 


Kidnapped and Im prisoned by the 
Lecherous B rnte—Rescued 
After Twelve Months.

N ew O r l e a n s, September 17.—One of 
the most horrible cases on record in the 
criminal annals of this city was brought 
to light tonight, and the perpetrator of 
the outrage safely landed in jail. Louise 
Schoenmaker, a pretty blonde, aged 15, 
had been missing from her parents’ resi­ 
dence for over a year. All effortB to 
locate the girl proved futile until this 
morning, when Sergeant Kenny was in­ 
formed that a young white girl was kept 
prisoner in a room in the rear of a bar­ 
ber’s shop, situated in Felicity street, by 
a negro named Gus Reed. The officer 
repaired to the place, and finding it 
closed, broke open the door in the rear 
of the shop. A horrible sight was pre­ 
sented. Standing in the middle of the 
room 
was 
the 
frail 
form 
of 
a 
white girl, her nakedness being hid 
only 
by 
a 
tattered 
and 
torn 
uuder-garment. 
Her face was pale as 
death while her eyes gleamed in an un­ 
natural manner. As the sergeant entered 
she rushed towards him and clung trem­ 
bling to his arm, repeating half a dozen 
times in piteous tones: "Save m e! save 
me!” 
Kenny attempted to console the 
poor creature, but her mind being some­ 
what unbalanced, it was only alter re­ 
peated assurance that she was now in 
friendly hands, that the unfortunate girl 
realized her position and became quiet. 
She was much emaciated. The officer 
immediately secured clothing, and upon 
questioning the girl learned that she had 
been locked up in the room by Reed for 
over a year, and compelled to Bubmit to 
his base purpose.

At the opening 
of the twelfth he fell fainting in his sec­ 
onds’ arma. The fight throughout w as 
the most desperate ever witnessed iu 
the ring, science being lost sight of and 
give and take slugging marking the 
fight throughout. By the time half a 
dozen rounds 
had been fought, the 
men and 
their seconds were 
cov­ 
ered 
with 
blood, 
as 
was 
the 
sawdust 
on 
the 
floor 
of 
the 
ring, while the 
water 
which 
the 
lighters sponged with was red as blood 
itself. 
When Jackeon fell unconscious 
he was carried to a room above a saloon. 
Three physicians were called in. They 
worked vigorously, but without avail. 
At 11 o’clock this morning Jackson died. 
He is a son of George M. Jackson, a 
well-known local Greenbacker. 
The 
affair created intense excitement, as 
prominent people are likely to become 
involved. 
The spectators were princi­ 
pally pool-alley sports, who made up a 
purse of $30, for which the men, or 
rather boys, contested. Two-ounce hard 
floves were used. 
Chief of 
Police 
leubler has ordered the arrest of all 
parties concerned in the affair. 
An eye witness of the battle says it 
was one of the bloodiest contests ever 
witnessed. After the first round science 
was entirely disregarded. The bodies of 
the men were striped and blotched with 
blood. Their tights and gloves were slip­ 
pery with gore, both having bled freely 
from the nose and face. The crowd 
which contributed the $30 for which the 
men were fighting, cheered them on, 
while the floor was getting slippery from 
their blood. Xu the eleventh and last 
round both men were so weak that they 
could hardly stand up. Ahern, with an 
effort, struck Jackson a swinging blow, 
which floored him, Ahern falling on top 
of him from the impetus of hie own blow. 
When time was called for the twelfth 
round, Jackson was put on his feet and 
shoved forward by his seconds, but 
al most immediately fell back unconscious. 
His body as seen at the morgue presents 
a horrible appearance. The lips hang in 
shreds; the face is one livid masa oí bat­ 
tered human flesh, black and blue anii 
terribly swollen. 
The chest does not 
show marks of bruises to any great ex­ 
tent, so the man must have received all 
the blows on the face and head. 
Ahern, the surviving principal, was 
arrested this afternoon. 
He seems to be 
proud of the fight he made, and says 
Jackson must have had heart disease. 
The proprietors of the saloon where the 
fight occurred, one of the seconds and the 
two time-keepers have been arrested, and 
several more will probably be behind the 
bars before morning, so there are many 
aneaey "sports" tonight. 
Young Jackeon left home about a 
month ago on account of a quarrel with 
bis father, who it appears had objected 
to his takiDg pirtin pugilistic encounters 
in the gymnasium.

There was little 
hope of securing lowe: bids upon re-ad­ 
vertisement so that, aside from awaiting 
the tardy action of Congress, the only 
alternative seemed to be to build the ves­ 
sels in the Navy Yards. It is thiB phase 
of the ease that Secretary Tracy is con­ 
sidering and should he be able to satisfy 
himself that the work can be dime in a 
reasonable time and at a moderate cost, 
it is highly probable that he will decide 
to have it done at the Navy Yards. Upon

Acting under 
authority conferred by Congress, the 
Construction Bureau has been actively 
increasing the plant at that yard. Ma­ 
chine tools of the latest »ype are being 
delivered rapidly, and the Acting Chief 
Constructor believes that within two 
months the yard will he able to under­ 
take successfully the construction of at 
least one of the 19-knot cruisers.

Mr. C. White M ortimer, the British 
Vice-Consul in this city, had something 
to do with making the sale of the L. J. 
Rose ranch of “ Sunny Slope.” 
The 
H kbali) being interested in getting all 
the facts in connection with this rem ark­ 
able deal sent a reporter to interview Mr. 
Mortimer in the premises. 
Yesterday 
afternoon the Consul was found at his 
office 
in 
Temple 
block, 
and 
in 
answer to interrogatories 
put to him 
he made the following statem ents: 
" In M arch, 1885, Mr. Rose asked me 
to make a report on his property, to be 
used by Mr. Bowe, his agent in London, 
in effecting a Bale to an English syndi­ 
cate. 1 inspected the ranch, and made 
inquiry among friends and acqnaintances 
who were familiar with it. Several wrote 
me that the ‘white scale’ had been ex­ 
tirpated, and everyone I consulted con­ 
sidered that the place was worth $700,­ 
000, at which am ount Mr. Bowe was 
then offering it for sale. This is about 
$350 per acre, and as it included the 
good will of the business, winery, etc. 
I think it will be adm itted that the prict 
was reasonable." 
The reporter asked Mr. Mortimer what 
followed. 
He replied: 
"U pon the strength of these reports 
the company was floated in London by 
8tr John Fuleston. I m ust explaiD to 
you that in England persons wanting to 
form a company go to some prominent 
man, who, to some extent, quaranteee 
its success. This individual is called a 
“ prom oter,” and for his services receives 
a considerable sum in cash or shares of 
the company, when a full disclosure 
is made to the company of the amount 
the promoter is to receive. This is no 
doubt legitimate. I have tried to form a 
mortgage company in London to lend 
money on first mortgages here at 7 per 
eent to 10 percent, ana failed, because I 
was not prepared to offer any induce­ 
m ent in the shape of promotion money. 
"S ir John Puleston, who is a London 
banker and a Member of Parliament, 
floated the L. J. Rose <k Co., and he and 
those associated with him received, I am 
informed, about £200,000 in cash and 
shares for their services. 
The reenlt of the first year’s working 
showed a lose of about $10,000, of which 
about $7,000 was for directors’ fees. I 
was so dissatisfied with the m anner in 
which the company was managed by my 
co-directors that i made a special report 
to the shareholders. This report, I find, 
contained a good deal that was news to 
them , and it has resulted in the forma­ 
tion ot | a 
committee of 
inquiry to 
examine 
and 
report 
on 
all mat­ 
ters 
connected with 
the formation 
of the company. 
In my report of 
M arch, 1885, describing the property, I 
referred to my valuation of $700,000. Mr. 
Bowe printed this in full for the parties 
with whom he was negotiating at that 
tim e. 
H e did not succeed in making a 
sale, however, and when it was reprinted 
for the parties who subsequently pur­ 
chased, all reference to my valuation was 
omitted. 
If the reference to my valua­ 
tion was omitted with the knowledge of 
the promoter with intent to deceive the 
shareholders, he may have to refund 
some of his profits, and it will be for the 
committee of inquiry to decide whether 
suit shall be brought to compel him to 
doio. 
“ On December 5, 1885, Mr. Bowe wrote 
me asking me to cable a Mr. Haldeman 
that in m y opinion the estate was worth 
from $1,250,000 to $1,500,000. In reply 
to this letter I wrote him, under date of 
December 21, 1885, as follows: ‘I can­ 
not cable Mr. Haldeman in the way yen 
suggest, for the following reasons:

Si ace 
th a t tim e I learn that it has been at­ 
tacked. This may be very serious. 
"T he fee Mr. Rose agreed to pay me 
was contingent upon a Bale being made, 
and you will see from that letter that 1 
was not prepared to earn my fee at any 
cost. In England a lawyer who made a 
report and valuation of a piece of real 
estate would be considered unprofes­ 
sional, and for accepting a contingent fee 
might probably be disbarred. 
Here, as 
you know, this is not the case. 
Before 
the sale was completed Mr. John W. 
Batten was sent out to examine and re­ 
port on the property, and he assured me 
that the company was paying 
only 
$700,000 for it. 
I had 
heard that 
Mr. 
Bowe 
had 
raised 
the 
price to some very high figure, and I 
questioned Mr. Batten as to the troth of 
this statem ent, and told him a company 
ought not to pay more than $700,000. 
The committee of inquiry is due to 
Mr. W. M. Adama acting on information 
I supplied to him . In an interview with 
a representative of the London edition of 
the New Y o rk H erald Mr. Adams was in­ 
correctly reported with regard to myaelf. 
This inaccuracy he subsequently cor­ 
rected. The correct statem ent was that 
he had informed the Government that 
some material statem ents of mine were 
contradicted by Mr. Batten, and that as 
the denial affected my reputation he sug­ 
gested th at a Consular officer attend the 
meetings of the committee of inqniry.” 
Mr. Mortimer 
exhibited 
the pros­ 
pectas of the company to the reporter, 
which corroborates what he says. 
He 
is also corrected in saying that attorneys 
in the United Btatee not infrequently ac­ 
cept professional work on a contingent 
fee. 
Mr. M ortimer farther related to the re.- 
oorter a deal he had once had on hand 
in reference to the sale of D. Freem an’s 
ranches, the Sanaa! Redondo and Cen­ 
tinela. The price asked was £200,000 
sterling, or $1,000,000. 
The

promoters refused point blank to toach 
the 
matter 
unless 
the 
price 
could be

to 
£245,000 ster­ 
ling, 
which 
would 
leave 
them 
nearly twenty five percent, as plunder, 
to be divided between them. For this 
reason the whole affair fell to the ground. 
The report of Mr. John M. Bat'en re­ 
ferred to in Mr. Mortimer’s interview, 
dated September 1 0 ,1886, estimates the 
gross returns from the property at 
$200,000. 
Mr. Mortimer ie very po itive that all 
Hon. L. J. Rose ever received for "Sunny 
Slope" was $500,000, of which $210,000

went to nay off the mortgages then a lieu 
on the place, and the $290,000 was a cash 
payment to him . All the shares Rose 
got in the company he says also went 
to the promoters. These enterprising 
gentlemen then capitalized the concern, 
as the H e ra ld reported the other day, 
at £140,000 sterling in preferred shares. 
£150,000 ordinary shares, £60,000 mort­ 
gage bonds, or a 
gross am ount of 
£350,000, or $1,750,000—a million and 
three-quarters of money, in lieu of half a 
million,

cent. 
It is worthy of note that this 
fleecing of the English investors was 
all done by their own countrymen, and 
that no American of any name has 
had one joiut of his sm allest 
finger 
in the deal. 
It is to be regretted that 
such wholesale robbery should have oc­ 
curred, as it will deter English people 
from making farther investments in this 
section.

E ditors H erald—In yonr today’s is­ 
sue I note account of action taken on 
yesterday, looking to the re-establishment 
of daily sessions of the Produce Exchange. 
Properly conducted, this is a moBt im 
portant enterprise, and its good effect 
cannot be over-eBtimated. This city is 
the acknowledged commercial center of 
this entire section. 
There is no good reason why the products 
of the district embraced with a radius of 
100 miles, should not be marketed here. 
Under present conditions all parties de­ 
siring to make purchases of grain or pro­ 
duce, are forced to send representatives 
through the country and select such stock 
as ie demanded by their immediate 
wants. 
There 
are no 
established 
values: nothing is sold on a fixed 
grade, 
producers 
have 
no 
means 
of knowing the market valne of their 
products. 
Buyers naturally take ad­ 
vantage of this fact, and subm it offers 
and make purchases at prices which 
they know to be below the real market 
value of the article. In this way east­ 
ern merchants bay oar products at 
enough below their actual market value 
at the time to amount to thousands cf 
dollars during any given season. As a 
matter of right and justice, this profit, 
made by buyers, legitimately belongs to 
the producer—is the legitimate result of 
his investment and labor. 
If there was 
some organization fixing values, the pro­ 
ducer would get market value for his 
product when sold. Values are fixed by 
supply and demand. 
Under present 
conditions the supply of anv given pro­ 
duct cannot be definitely known, but íb 
estimated by each individual buyer ac­ 
cording to his individual information. 
Hence the marked diversity of opinion 
as to the supply and the consequent 
diversity of opinion as to values. 
There being no authorized and reliable 
source of information, eastern purchasers 
of our dried fruits and other products are 
necessarily in the dark as to the supply, 
and as a self-pro:ection are forced 
to 
offer lower prices than they otherwise 
wonld, fearing an over-production or that 
an unexpected yield may be developed 
from an unknown or unlooked-for source. 
Buyers cannot be blamed for this course ; 
it is simply a reasonable business precau­ 
tion, and one which wonld not be either 
necessary or employed if reliable informa­ 
tion or statistics were at hand. Under 
present conditions, a very large propor­ 
tion of onr products are sold on the basis 
of offers, not on fixed values, as they 
should be. 
All merchandise has some 
certain value in the market in which it is 
offered, at all times. Demand and com­ 
petition fix such value. 
A 
Produce 
Exchange, 
conducted 
as 
a purely 
commercial 
enterprise, 
upon 
pure 
and strict business principles, upon a 
basis calculated to inspire confidence on 
the part of both buyer and seller, would 
develop into an institution second to 
none in importance and beneficial re­ 
salts. 
Grain, frnits and produce generally, 
shonld be sold by sample and grade. 
Reliable crop reports should be compiled 
and published regularly and a daily re­ 
liable market report 
issued showing 
actual values of all staple products, the 
figures published to be baaed upon ac­ 
tual daily transactions. 
Types showing 
the established grades of different pro­ 
ducts should be put np and distributed 
to those interested. 
With these and the 
printed m arket report holders of produce 
weald soon be able to form an intelligex.t 
idea of the market value of their goods. 
Confidence on the part of producers 
once 
established 
they 
could 
and 
would 
send 
samples 
of 
their produce to some reliable com­ 
mission 
merchant 
or 
broker 
here 
with the view of having it offered "on 
change” and sold at a fixed price, or to 
the best bidder for it. Buyere would 
soon understand that they could go "on 
change” and see samples of all the 
products of the conntry ready and offered 
for sale, from day today. 
A Produce Exchange, established and 
conducted on like plans and principles, 
would soon be recognized as the center 
of commercial transactions, as the source 
of reliable data, and would serve to con­ 
centrate all the business of a large sec­ 
tion at one central point. Its many ad­ 
vantages would be shared and felt by 
every business man and producer within 
Southern California. Its influence, in a 
commercial way, would be 
felt and 
recognized in all markets in which onr 
products are handled. 
The promoters of 
it should be encouraged by every busi­ 
ness man in this section, whether di­ 
rectly interested or not. Our whole com­ 
mercial systems in this section are in a 
state of confusion. There are no roles 
governing barter and sale. 
In fact, 
there do not exist 
even established 
custom s; everything is done in a go-as- 
you-please styie. 
This is a reflection on 
us as business men, but that it is a fact 
will not be denied. 
It is a natural re­ 
sult of lack of organization and associa­ 
tion. 
Oar commercial importance and 
interests demand fixed rales and prin­ 
ciples upon which to operate. 
All busi­ 
ness men realize the importance of it. 
We want an organization of business 
men for bnsineas purposes and ends, 
pure and simple. 
Eliminate all adver­ 
tising and emigration schem es; encour­ 
age them, if wise to do so, bat don’t mix 
them with oar parely commercial mat­ 
ters. We not only waut an organization 
of this nature, nut onr individual and 
commercial Interests demand it. 
As 
business men. and as a commercial 
center, we can't afford to be without it. 
As a dirnct result of each business firm 
acting for itself, our commercial im port­ 
ance and the value of our products are 
far lower in the business world than 
their actual merit and importance war­ 
rants. 
If business men generally will give 
this matter a few momenta’ thought, 
they can bnt give the enterprise sub­ 
stantial encouragement.
